Sandstorm at Suez.

Three Fires in Alexandria. 


Yesterday the fire brigade werd called ont 
three times First at 10.10 a.m. to an out- 
break at the offices of the Tramway Co. in 
Boulevard de Ramleh, where a large cupboard 
was practically destroyed ;it wasextinguished by 
chemical apparatus: at 7.47 last  even- 
ing to the Midan where one room and stair- 
case were damaged, and at 10.20 to an oil 
and colour shop in the Attarin quarter, where 
the door had to be burst open to get at the fire, 
which was quickly extinguished by meany of 
one hydrant. This brings the total number of 
fires up to 70 this year. 


Donkey Polo in Sennar. 


There is a delightful touch of humour con- 
tained in that portion of Lord Cromer’s Report 
which ‘deals with the Sudan.

Major Wilson writes: ‘Ad- 
‘vantage was taken of the presence of numerous 
head sheikhs at the cotton sf@w to initiate 
them into thé game of polo on donkeys, 
Matches were played between teams of sheikhs, 
who took to’ the game in an extraordinary 
manner.” The “Spectator” incommenting on 
this passage remarks: “It seems to us that 
Major Wilson by his bold experiment with the 
Sennar sheikhs may have unconsciously pro- 
duced world-wide results. Polo on donkeys 
would be an admirable néw sport for elderly 
men of action for whom real polo has become 
too dangerous. We also recommend donkey 
polo to enterprising hostesses in country houses 
anxious to find amusement for their guests, 
Most mining villages, as well as most seaside 
resorts, ought easily to be able to produce 
eight donkeys to make a beginning, while 
country houses in Kent and Essex would have 
the whole of the coster donkeys of the East 
End to draw.upon. We wonder whether the 
donkeys soon get keen on the game like ponies, 
and learn to follow the ball. Also, do their 
ears get in the way!”

Oar Cairo correspondent telephoning to-day 
atl p.m. states that there has been no renewal 
of the disorders to-day. Last night the whole 
force of the Cairo City Police were on duty 
and in readiness for any emergency. The 
Ministry of the Interior had taken special 
measures to ensure the safety of the Cairo 
Gouyernorat from attack and it was guarded 
by soldiers. Throughout yesterday there was a 
vague presentiment of coming troubles and a 
renewal of the disturbances but no incidents 
of a serious character are reported. 

The carters of Cairo, who are among the 
roughest elements of the populace, remain 
quiet. ° 

The troops of the Army of Occupation 
were called out last night and paraded round 
the Boulac quarter, where the troubles appear- 
ed to be the gravest. 

The demonstration has had, it is hoped, a 
good effect.
